Labouchere’s Tactics to Make the Govern-

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 23.—I would advise Amer- 
ican readers not to attach too great import 
ance to the so-called public opinion which will 
be cabled on the subject of the fishery treaty. 
The fact is that English politicians, either in 
the press or in Parliament, Know little or 
nothing of the subject. Moreover, as it af- 
fects Canada, not England, they are not 
deeply concerned. Thus a nice opportunity 
is afforded for the friends and enemies of 
Chamberlain to condemn or exalt him for his 
share in the negotiations. Men like Jesse Col+ 
lings, Chamberlain’s henchman in Parlia- 
ment, were quite ready on the receipt of the 
bare news that the treaty was signed to 
glorify the success of the British Commis- 
sioner, although for anything they then 
knew he might have surrendered everything 
in dispute unconditionally. The Times to-day 
remarks that the success of the treaty depends 
on the reception it meets in Canada. If any- 
thing is needed to show the apathy on the sub- 
ject here it would be afforded by the Daily 
News’ remarks that the whole matter is a mere 
squabble over petty details. The Liberal organ 
is not usually wanting in sympathy with the 
poor, but Canada and America afe along way 
off. The Daily News, however, does not fail 
to express admiration for the courage of 
President Cleveland and condemn the factious 
Republicans. 

LABOUCHERBE’8 TAOTIOS. 

Labouchere, by his tactics in moving the 
amendment to the address praying for assur- 
ance that no compact had been made by En- 
giand to assist Italy in case of war with 
France, has succeeded in extracting more defi- 
nite assurance from the Government. Un- 
easiness in the public mind was caused by the 
reported speech of Admiral Hewitt at Genoa, 
saying he hoped the Italian and English fleets 
before long would be united in a common ob- 
ject, and, secondly, by the vague, ambiguous 
assurance of the Government, although it has 
been notorious that the relations between Italy 
and France are by no means cordial. Fergus- 
son produced a telegram from Hewitt, 
denying the authenticity of the re- 
port of his speech,and made the assurance that 
there was no such undertaking hostile to 
France, whereupon, at the suggestion of 
Gladstone, the amendment was withdrawn. 
Gladstone paid a marked compliment to Salis- 
bury’s foreign policy, but this was rather a 
back-banded compliment, for, since released 
from Béaconsfield’s controlling influence, 
Salisbury, especially as regards the Eastern 
policy, has gone back to his former views, 
which coincide much more nearly with those 
of Gladstone. 

BRADLAUGH’S EXPLANATION. 

Bradlaugh inflicted a damaging blow to the 
Government in the Commons last night 
by a personal explanation about Salis- 
bury’s letter, charging him with perjury 
in a letter written last December 
by Salisbury’s seeretary, Gunton. The Gov- 


‘ ernment refused a committee of inquiry on 


the ground that Bradlaugh had a remedy in 
the law courts. Bradlaugh thereupon wrote 
to his solicitor asking whether Salisbury took 
the responsibility for publishing the letter. 
The solicitor replied that Salisbury refused to 
admit his responsibility. Bradlaugh said, 
amid loud cheeringfrom the Opposition, that 
no further step w now needed to vindicate 
his character. Even the Times thinks Salis- 
bury ought to apologize and say his eecretary 
wrote it without his authority. There is no 
doubt, however, from the phraseology of the 
letter that it was written at Salisbury’s dicta- 
tion.

RUSSIA’S POSITION, 

Sr. PeterspurG, February 23.—The Official 
Messenger says that recent foreign private 
telecrams have asserted that Count Von 
Schouvaloff, the Russian Ambassador at Ber- 


it is necessary to recall Russia’s 
original views concerning Buigaria. The 
Berlin treaty forms the basis of the order of 
things established in the Balkans, in pursu- 
ance of the Powers’ understanding, and con- 
stitutes the only international guarantee 
against,convulsions dangerous to the future of 
the young Balkan States. From this point of 
view Russia regarded the events that have 
occurred in Bulgaria since Prince Alexander 
abdicated the throne. Prints Ferdl- 
nand’s arrival and his forcible assump- 
tion of princely power infringed upon the 
Berlin treaty. For this reason Russia refused 
to recognize the legality of Prince Ferdinand’s 
rule and tried to induce the other Cabinets to 
express the same view. In accordance with a 
unanimous desire to terminate the existing 
alarming condition of affairs, whose root is 
more specially traceable to the ambiguous 
situation in Bulgaria, Russia considered it her 
duty to again try to obtain from the Powers 
an affirmation of the inviolability of the 
treaty and the necessity of restoring 
the legal status in Bulgaria. The 
natural consequences of such a declaration by 
the Powers must be the making of representa- 
tions at Constantinople to induce the Sultan to 
convince the Bulgarian people that the person 
now bearing the title of Prince is not their le- 
gal ruler, but merely a robber of power. Ac- 
cording to Russia’s views, the initiative for 
such declarations belongs to the Sultan, whose 
sovereign rights the illegality at Sofla immedi- 
ately affects. 
WITHOUT ANTICIPATING THE FUTURE, 

and in order to dispel any doubts concerning 
Russia’s objects and intentions, it is un- 
necessary to conceal the mode of action which 
she is firmly resolved to adopt in the event of 
the removal of the relations causing a con- 
tinuanes of the crisis. Bulgaria owes her ex- 
istence to Russia’s sacrifices and efforts. Rus- 
sia, therefore, alone continues to sympathize 
with her and grieve at ber trials. 
Russia is equally aloof from prejudice 
and partiality. She does not think it 
compatible with her dignity to interfere 
in Bulgaria’s internal disputes, yet she does 
not entertain the idea of making any one re- 
sponsible forthe past. Russia will consider 
ah avowal of aberrations as a pledge of a 
change for the better. Russia solely de- 
sires Bulgaria’s welfare and will, after the 
usurper’s removal, await the first sincere 
declaration of the Bulgarians through their 
representgtives, in order to consign the past 
to oblivion and provide for the re-establish~ 
ment of relations based upon mutual confi- 
dence. In this Russia has no intention to 
prejudice in any way the liberty of the Bul- 
garians, which the tréaty secured to them 


in all international affairs.’’

ber, His Excellency was pleased to open the 
second session of the Sixth Parliament of 
Canada with the following speech: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE HoOusE OF Commons: It 
affords me much gratification to meet you 
once more at the commencement of the par- 
liamentary segsion and to congratulate you 
upon the general prosperity of the country. 
Aithough the labors of the husbandman have 

rewarded in some portions 
Dominion by adequate re- 
turns, the harvest o last year has 
on the whole, been plenteous, while in Mani- 
toba and the Northwest Territories it was one 
of remarkable abundance, The negotiations 
between Her Majesty’s Government and that

The extension and development of our 
system of railways have not only rendered 
necessary additional safeguards for life and 
property, Dut have given greater frequency to 
the question in which the interests of rival 
companies are found to be in confliet and to 
require authoritative adjustment. As further 
legislation appears to be needed for these pur- 
poses, & measure will be submitted to you 
for consideration and improvement of 
THE RAILWAY AOT. 

Experience having shown that amendments 
are required to make the provisions of the 
act respecting the elections of members of the 
House of Commons more effective and more 
convenient in operation, you will be asked to 
consider a measure for the amendment of that 
statute. The act respecting controverted 
elections may likewise require at- 
tention with a view to the removal of 
certain questions of interpretation which have 
arisen and which should be set atrest. My 
Government has availed itself of the oppor- 
tunity afforded by the recess to consider num- 
érous suggestions which have been made for 
improving the details of the act respect- 
ing the elective franchise and a measure will 
be submitted to 12 for the purpose. of simpli 
fying the law and greatly lessening the cost of 
its operation, The growth of the Northwest 
Territories renders expedient an improve- 
ment in the system of government and legis- 
lation affecting these portions of the Domin- 
ion, and a bill for that purpose will be laid be- 
fore you. A bill will be submitted to 
make the larger portion of the modern laws of 
England applicable to the Province of Mani- 
tobu and the Northwest Territories in regard 
to measures which havé not as yet been made 
the subject of Canadian legislation. Among 
other measures bills will be presented to you 
relating to the 9 to givil service and 
to the auditing of pu fo accounts. The ae- 
counts for the past year will be laid before 
you as well as the estimates the ensuing 
year. They have been prepared with due re- 
gard to economy, and the irements of the 
public service. commend these important 
subjects and all matters a public in- 
terests which may be Brought before you to 
your best consideration, and 1 feel assured 
that you will address yourselves to them with 
earnestness and assiduity.

An American Gentleman“ Experiences in

LONDON, February 23.—A mild-mannered 
and altogether Inoffensive looking man from 
Vermont crossed the ocean on the City of 
Chicago, and arrived in London yesterday.

The men told him that they were detectives 
and that he bore a striking tesémbiance to 
Tascott, who was wanted for murderin 
Millionaire Snell in Chicago, and that unles 
he could account for himself they would have 
to arrest him. He assured them that he was 
not Tascott and showed them letters of intro- 
duction from prominent people in Vermont to 
Minister Phelps. The detectives went away 
and the young man jumped into a cab. While 
he was talking over old schooldays with Mr. 
Charles Phelps, son of the American 
Minister, the two detectives came in and 
wanted to know if the letters were all right.

WASHINGTON, D. O., February 2%.—By a 
strict party vote the House Committee

er’s ‘‘omnibus bill’ to enable the 
people of Dakota, Montana, Washington Ter- 
ritory and New Mexico to form constitutions 
and State Governments and to be admitted into 
the Union on equal footing with the original 
States. The bill authorizes residents of these 
Territories to elect delegates to conventions, 
proportionate in number with the population 
of the counties. 

The apportionment of delegates is to be 
made by the Governor, Chief Justice and 
United States Attorneys of each Territory, and 
the election is to be held on the Tuésday 
after the first Monday of next August. The 
number of delegates to each convention 
is fixed at seventy-five, except in the case of 
Dakota, where the number is increased 
to 150. They are to meet at the seat of Goy- 
éroment of each Territory on the second Tues- 
day of September next, adopt the Constitution 
of the United States and form constitutions 
and State Governménts An disclaiming 
in favor of the United States all title to unap- 

ropriated publie lands and Indian lands ly- 
ng within the territories. They are also re- 
quired to assume the territorial debts and pro- 
vide and maintain a public school system, 

The constitutions are to be submitted toa 
vote of the people on the Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November next, and if a ma- 
ority are in favor of it the resuite shail 

e certified to the President of the United 
States. Until the next general census the 
new States, with the éxception of Dakota, 
are to de allowed one representative 
éach in the House of Represéntatives, Dakota 
is to be allowed two Representatives. These 
Representatives are to be elected on the same 
day withthe Governor and other State officers. 
Sections 16 and 36 of land in each township or 
an equſvalent are granted to each new State 
fot school purposes, fifty entire sections 
are granted for the erection of 
public buildings, ninety sections are appor- 
tioned for agricultural 13 and 5 per cent 
of the proceeds of the sales of public lands 
in the new States is to be paid 
into a fund for the support of thelr common 
schools.

He is one of the class of circus 
men who can and have frequently 80 
inflamed communities with admiration for 
printed promises that rival shows 
Gated to appear earlier are entirely neglected, 
and the cream of circus patronage reserved. 
But three or four years ago Mr. Dorris ran 
against obstructions, lost money and since 
that time has been unable to retrieve his 
fortune. He contracted heavy bills for print- 
Ing in New York and Buffalo, which he could 
hot pay. The printing companies then backed 
the show in the expectation that it would 
make money and pay them. In this they 
were disappointed. So last spring they in- 
duced E. B. Colvin to join with Mr. Dorris and 
pe the show on its feet again, agreeing that if 
ey could make it pay their claims they would 
release all the property to them. The circus 
was started -out for the season with 
Mr. Colvin’s money and went through 
twelve States, ending a disastrous season 
In Texas. 80 large was the show it 


eould not get out of the way of the other shows 
n the road, and beginning with a fight in 
ew York with Barnum’s, itfought during the 
eason every one of them—Forepaugh, Cole, 
Bells and all. The expenses of running the 
show were enormous, and in consequence 
of the succession of fights the receipts 
were not commensurate.

AFTER STANDARD OIL. 


COAL -OIL INSPECTOR BAGGOT TO-PROSE- 
CUTE THE COMPANY, 


Because, He Says, It Has Fiagrantly Vio- 

lated the Laws of the State and Sent Ou, 
Not Inspected, to Various Towns—Gov. 
Morehouse to Render Him All the Aid 
Necessary in the Fight—Local REepre- 
sentatives Say Mr. Baggot Has No 
Grounds for His Charges—A Talk With 
Mr. H. C. Pierce. 


Coal-oil Inspector William Baggot returned 
from Jefferson City last evening confident 
that he had not only secured sufficient evi- 
dence against the representatives of the 
Standard Oil Company in this State to make 
them uncomfortable for some time to come, 
but that he would receive the sanction of the 
Chief Executive of Missouri for the litigation 
that would be begun. The Inspector has re- 
ceived such information in the past few weeks 
as to warrant his belief that the agents 
and officials bave been openly violating 
the law requiring the inspection before 
sale of all petroleum oll, and has quietly gone 
to work securing evidence in the matter. The 
result of the investigation instituted has con- 
vinced him that several towns in the interior 
of the State were fairly flooded with the non- 
inspected oil, notably Washington, Oalifornia 
and in Montgomery County. These points are 
all in the territory allotted the Waters-Pierce 
branch by the parent or Standard Oil Com- 
pany, the St. Louis firm extending in jurisdio- 
tion fromthe Missouri River on the north to 
Sedalia over the West and through 
the South to Arkansas, Texas, Old 
and New Mexico. At the points 


in Missouri named it is believed by the Ins 
tor that several thousands of dollars worth of 
troleum oil have been disposed ofin viola- 
ion of the law, which provides that all oil for 
illuminating purposes must be gau and in- 
spected by one of the ins tors of the State, 
the cost of this being 12 cents per barrel. 
The penalty attached to an evasion of the 
statute is $300 fine, or imprisonment for thirty 
days in the county jail for each offense. 
WHAT THE. INSPECTOR SAYS. 

**So far as I have been able to determine, 
said Mr. Baggot to a Post-DisPaTou 
reporter, this morning, there are 
about eight pretty well defined cases 
of illegal salesin Washington, and perhaps 
twenty, all told, throughout the State on 
whion I have secured evidence that seems to 
me ample. You might imagine that a great 
corporation would be above the evasion of a 
just tax, but I find that the big companies 
are as bad as the little ones in this respect, 
although this will be the firsttime the Stand- 
ard Oil people have gone wrongin this State 
since I was appointed Inspector, You may 
be sure that the evidence now obtained is 

I would not think a 
of fighting such a powerful 
company. The testimony will be forthcoming 
from the merchants in the various towns 
where the law has been evaded and may prove 
interesting, especially asI have discovered 
that the agents of the railroad companies are 
the agents of the Standard Oil. However, I 
would say that I am governed by no animosity 
in the matter. Indeed, it would greatly please 
me if the law was er agar | obeyed, and as 
far as the monopoly of the thing is 
concerned, it would be easier for 
me if the Standard Ol Company 
owned all the petroleum in Missour!. But the 
law must be obeyed and Gov. Morehouse told 
me when I was at Jefferson City that he would 
give me hissupportinthe fight. Proceedings 
will probably be instituted in a very short 
time, probably in each county where the of- 
fense is committed, though this I am unable 
to a state at the present. I am in 
favor of striking high and calling upon the of- 
ficials in St. Louis themselves to answer for 
what has been done.’’ 
MR. H. C. PIERCE, 
Vice-President of the Waters -Plerce Oil Com- 
any, was seen at his office, Fourth street and 
ashington avenue, by the reporter and 
cheerfully consented to make any detailed ex- 
planation that might be required. ‘‘The com- 
pany, and not its agents, would be responsible 
for the evasion of which you speak,’’ he said, 
put this is the firat time I have heard of any 
thing of the kind, and as I don't understand 
how sucha condition of things can exist it 
would be useless for me to attempt 
an explanation. To begin with, Mr. 
— is responsible only for his own 
territory,and can have no jurisdiction beyond. 
Oil shipped from here to districts where there 
are inspectors need not necessarily be in 
spécted here, but as a matter of fact, Mr. Bag- 
got and his deputies examine the contents of 
every tank belonging to us in St. Louis before 
it leaves our hands. Formerly he was paid for 
all such inspection; now he is credited with 
only that portion of it which is sent to points 
in his territory. The law has been changed 
90 as to permit bim to inspect 
the oll in great quantities, otherwise his fees 
would be less than the amount of work per- 
formed would warrant, but the people in the 
interior of the State saw the folly of paying 
tribute to St. Louis, when they might have in- 
spectors of their own, and this bas greatly re- 
duced the fees of the local office. ow, 
although every gallon of oil owned by us in 
this city is inspected by Mr. Baggot, much of 
it is sent to distant points where there is no in 
spector, Where there is none it isthe fault 
ofthe people, asthev can very easily make 
application for the appointment of such an 
official. Well, 2 there is no Inspector 
at Washington, then the oil shipped in tank 
cars will, of course, be placed in barrels at 
that town which receive no official stamp. An 
exactiy parallel case offers itself locally in the 
tank wagons owned by us that you see driven 
about the streets. There are about fifty of 
them, and you can see no Inspector’s 
brand affiixed, for the reason that 
the ofl has already been inspected before the 
wagons were filled. It can readily be seen from 
this that oil cannot be py a out of St. Louis 
in violation of the law, as Mr. Baggot contends, 
unless through bis own neg! 
possible fer some competing 
from Ohio to some districtin Missouri where 
there is no Inspector, but even this would not 
be the fault of the company. peo- 
tion must be a State affair and oil 
examined in Ohio must be re-examined in Mis- 
souri, that is if there be any one to examine it. 
But I don’t understand the charges at all, and 
as in any event Washington, which is alleged 
to be flooded with the evaded article, can not 
consume much more il than 150 barrels in the 
ear, the litigation threatened would appear 
have been exaggerated.’”

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THE GRAND SCHEME OF THE his- 
SARIAT OF THE HOLY LAND. 


Members of the Francisoan Order Preparing 
a Grand Excursion for Next spring—A 
Number of Pilgrimages to Be Arranged.. 


By Telegravh to the PosrDtraren. 
NIW York, February 23.—At 309 West Fifty. 
second street three stout, jolly and benevolent 


looking priests were busy writing and reading 
letters. Strange as it may seem, they were 
passenger agents. The many pictures of 
saints and the garb worn by the men denoted 
that the house was occupied by members of 
one of the orders of the Roman Oatholie 
Church. Their ways and manners differed, 
however, from those grown familiar in 
vriests, being more business-like and sim- 
Har to the Iaity. It is pw seven 
years since the men first settled down 
in this residence, and until now they 
have never been heard of outside of the 
Catholic Church, Yet their mission is one of 
importance, calculated to arouse anew the zeal 
of the faithful, and to have a strong tnfluence 
upon the future ofthechureh. They are mem- 
bers of the Franciscan order, and the title of 
the home they occupy is the 
COMMISSARIAT OF THE HOLY LAND. 

For the last seven céntufries all the sacred 
tombs and sanctuaries of the Holy Land have 
been in the keeping of the members of this 
order, and the purpose has been to encourage 
those pilgrimages of the faithful from different 
parts of the world to the Holy Land which 
once threatened to drain Europe of its in- 
habitants, and which have become famous 


historical events. These priests bear the title 
of Commissaries of the Holy Land, The head 
of the branch in New York is the Very Rev. O. 
A. Vissant. He is an Italian by birth, but he 
speaks English very well. Hesaid: ‘*‘We are 
preparing for a great pilgrimage of American 
Catholics in the spring of 1888 to the shrines of 
Palestine and other holy sanctuaries. Our 
plans are nearly finished, and although we 
have done littie as yet to spread the knowledge 
of our purpose among Catholics, we have 
already received application from zealous 
1 who are anxious to go. It will be the 

rst of the kind in this country. If it proves 
successful, asI have every reason to believe 
it will, we will continue them. 

Po you propose to have them as frequent 
ly as in Europe?’’ 

„No,“ be replied, it would not do in this 
country. It does not take so very long to ar- 
rive in Palestine from Europe as from here, 
and the exposure is not 80 at. This 18 a 
very long country, and some of the pilgrims 
will undoubtedly come from the most remote 
parts of it. For such pilgrims 

THD EXPENSES WILL BE HEAVY, 
and it will take much longer time than it does 
for European countries. I am at work now 
88 our plans worked out in 

Stall. When they are entirely 
completed, I shall be ready to 
give information. Weare notready now for 
publication. It is a difficult task to figure out 
exactly the time for each stop and the exact 
expense, but when our plans are finished all 
Will be included. The expenses will depend 
to a certain extent on the number who go. 
The lorger the party the more rebate will we 
be able to obtain. Weare assisted in our Cal- 
culations by the fact that the expenses after 
the caravan arrives in the Holy Land has been 
— down with great closeness in previous 
pligrimages. 

How will they travel in Palestine?“ 

From Jaffa to Jerusalem there are stages, 
but everywhere else the pilgrims will have to 
ride on horse or camel back. In the long route 
the pilgrims will have to take along all that is 
necessary for camping purposes. We will 

ave to camp out frequently. At many of the 
shrines and sanctuaries the brothers have 
their residences with ample accommodations 
for the caravans that stop there. At other 
places where only a few of our order are sta- 
tioned the accommodations are limited and 
here we will camp. The distance between the 
shrines is sometimes too aye for one day and 
in that case the party will have to go into 
camp, too. 

COST OF THE TRIP. 

Have you any idea of What the cost of the 
trip will be?’’ 

‘‘Ithink the actual expense of the short 
trip after we leave New York will be between | 
$500 and $600, and that it will occupy about two 
months. As soon as all the opp: ications are 
in the pilgrims will be calle ere, and we 
will elect a president, vice-president and 
treasurer. The latter will have charge of the 
funds and will pay the expenses. We will 
take a first-class cabin passage for France. All 
the traveling by cars in Europe will be in 
the second class. There is no difference be- 
tween the first and second class, and the first- 
class cars are generally empty except when 
some American, ignorant of the custom, 
travels in them. Of course my estimate of 
the cost includes the actual living ana travel- 
ing expenses only. There will undoubtedly 
be temptations to spend money outside of 
these channels. Inthe Holy Land especially 
the Pilgrim will be sorely tempted to buy 
some of the beautiful things that are 
for sale which will serve as 
relics of the journey. The natives 
are very clever in making pictures 
out of natural pressed flowers and in carving 
in mother of pearl, on the concave side of 
which is a clean cut representation of the 
‘Last Supper.’ The pilgrims will think of 
their friends at home when they see these 
beautiful things and will want to purchase a 
cart loadfor presents. The long trip will be 
much more gexpensive. I have not figured 
closely 11 yet to beable to give any good 
estimate but I think it will not exceed $1,000. 
We will start in March from New York, so as 
to be in the Holy Land during Holy Week.’’

in reference to Indian campaigns, said: 
„1 have deen more or less on the 
plains during the last forty years, and 
remember the Indians as they were before the 
railroads entered the country and When the 
strength of the tribes was unbroken, and they 
reigned supreme in all places west of the 
Missouri River not occupied by the few towns 
and military posts seattered at long distances 
apart through that great section of country. 
In 185, when I first went to the West as 
a brevet second lieutenant, everything 
west of Eastern Kansas was in 
the hands of the Indians and travel 
in small parties was most perilous. The cav- 
alry, at that time, divided into dragoons and 
mounted rifles, was constantly in the saddle, 
and the service was most arduous. On the 
great central plains, between the Arkansas 
and the Platte, three great tribes reigned su- 
preme, the Sioux, the Cheyennes with their 
allies, the Arapahoes,and the Pawnees. These 


latter in those days were the bravest and fierc- 
est Indians in the country, but gave the 
whites’ little trouble, their entire energies be- 
ing devoted to defending themselves against 
the two other tribes, who were their Implaca- 
ble enemies. The warfare carried on between 
these bands was continual and greatly ad- 
vanced the settlement of the country as their 
attention was so much occupied with 
each other that the out!! 
tlements escaped comparati' 
harmed, the 
commi 
cross the Indian country. But early in the 
fifties this state of affairs was put an end to. 
At that time the Pawnees went on a great buf- 
falo hunt, more than half the warriors going 
toward the Platte for the fall hunt, leaving 
the rest with the women and children, en- 
camped near the Republican. The Sioux and 
Cheyennes learning of this, joined forces and 
ently one October morning fellin overwhelm- 
ing force upon thecamp on the Republican. 
A terrible battle ensued, the Pawnees fighting 
like tigers, but h were over- 
powered by numbers and ths whole band, over 
5,000, completely wiped out. Turning north, 
the Sioux and Cheyennes fell upon the hunt- 
ing party. Here their success was less com- 
plete, butthe warriors were di „ and 
since that time the Pawnees have ost ceased 
to exist as a tribe. The result of this was to 
furnish the army with a most admirable bod 
of scouts, as the Pawnees, who were hunte 
about the plains like wolves, formed an alli- 
ance with the United States to escape other 
destruction, and ever since have been most 
valuable assistants to the army. 

THB DANGER OF TRAVEL. 

But the first result of the defeat of the 
Pawnees,’’ Maj. Sanger continued, was to 
cause travelon the piains to be more 
ous than ever before. The Cheyennes, who, 
save for their alliance with the Sioux, were the 
Ishmaelites of the plains, their hand being 
against every tribe, were greatly occupie 
= a wars against the Mountain Utes, with 
whom they had a feud almost as fierce as that 
with the Pawnees. The fights were generally 
indecisive, asthe Cheyennes always got the 
best ot it when fighting on horseback on the 
plains, but not without several severe dis- 
asters in attempting tofollow them into their 
mountain fastnesses. But the Sioux now 
reigned supreme, and the whites suffered ac- 
cordingly. From 1855 to 1865 more murders | 
were committed than at any previous time, 
and the Santa Fe trail was marked by the 
graves of those who fell victims to the sav 
ages. As the settlements at the foot of the Rocky 

ountains grew up,forming a barrier between 
the Utes and Cheyennes, the latter were forced 
east and joined forces once more with the 
Sioux. Just after the rebellion, when surveys 
for the Kansas Pacific were being made, the 
region in the vicinity of the Smoky Hill and 
the Republican was at its worst and fairly 
swarmed with hostiles. In 1866 occurred the 
most universal Indian outbreak in the history 
ofthe West. From the Wind River Mountains 
to the Arkansas every tribe took the 
warpath and fell in overpowering numbers 
upon every outlying ranch and stage 
station, sweeping the piains from end to end. 
In this raid Sitting Bull, at that time a sub- 
chief of the Northern Sioux, made his mark 
for the first time, and was only checked by the 
advance of the famous Indian fighter, Gen. 
Connor, who was the terror of the Northern 
Indians, at the head of two full cavalry regi- 
ments. The numberof whites killed during 
this raid was over 2,000, and it seemed as if no 
one would again venture into a country 60 ex- 
posed to Indian depredations. 

THE GOVERNMENT AROUSED. 

But this raid, the Major continued, was 
the best thing that ever happened for the 
West. The Government was aroused by the 
fearful destruction, and fresh troops were 
sent to the assistance of the handful, who had 
hardly been able to hold their own. Strong 
expeditions were sent out, under Mackenzie 
in the south, Custer on the central plains and 
Connor in the north, The Comanches and 
Kiowas were rapidly brought into subjec- 
tion by Mackenzie, while nor drove 
the orthern Indians to the sheiter 
of the mountains. But the Southern Sioux 
and Cheyennes were not so easily tamed, and 
more than one fierce and bloody fight took 
place. At last some three thousand were 
encountered just west of the Indian Territory, 
and a great victory won, which brought 
matters to a close, and successfully termi- 
nated the last great stro for the 
sion of Kansas and Colorado. More than five 
hundred Indians were killed or capt- 
ured, and peace was soon after made, 
A dramatic incident occurred during 
this fight, which shows that the say- 
ages are not as destitute of chivalry 
as is generally supposed. Maj. Elliott 
with half a troop was cut off from 
the main body and massacredtoaman. After 
the battle was over their bodies were found, 
those of the soldiers being scalped and ht- 
fully mangled, but Elilott’s scalp being on his 
head, and save for the fact that his right hand 
and foot were cut off, his body was untouched, 
Inquiry among the prisoners as to the cause 
ofthis developed the fact that the Indians 
had been so impressed with Elliott’s gallant 
bearing that they thought it a pity 80 brave 
a man should be kept from the hap hunt- 
ing grounds, and had therefore spared his 
scalp, no sal men, according to their 
belief, being able to go to heaven. But in 
order to protect themselves in the other world 
from so dangerous an enemy, they had 
cut off his right hand and foot, 80 that he 
could neither strike nor pursue, it being 
their belief that the spirit suffered from th 
same defects as the body at the time of death. 
This instance of ap lation of cour. 
age on the part of the Cheyennes made a 
great impression on the troops, and the kind- 
ness with which the captives were treated

WENDELL PHILLIPS. 


A Movement by Citizens of Boston to Erect 
a Memorial.

Boston, Mass., February 23.—A movement 
was started yesterday to erect a memorial to 
the memory of Wendell Phillips.

Frisco is now contemplating making an ex- 
tension through Indian Territory to Albu- 
querque, as described in the Post-DIsPaTOH 
some time ago.

For God’s sake, for the sake 
of our wives and mothers, for the sake of our 
naked children, and for the sake of suffering 
humanity, help us rid our town of the curse.’ 

This letter was Called Out by the idea that 
somehow or other the Government can inter- 
vene. Said Collector Barnum to-day: ‘*This 
Is very funny. We are in receipt of ozens of 
such letters * day, some of 
them from W. U. ladies in the 
interior of the State. Indeed, the other day 
officials of a certain dry county wrote me ask- 
ing for a certified copy of the tax paid 
by residents of that county for the Gov- 
ernment liquor stamp. They wanted 
the ty f touse with an indictment. Such a 
thin cannot do. The Government has 
nothing to do with State or local laws, 
and cannot assist in the apprenension of any 
one violating the local option law. 
There is also an idea that a Government tax is 
a permit or license to sell. It is nothing of 
the kind. It simply tells a man he cannot 
sell liquor without this tax. After you get 
the stamp you may or may not be allowed 
O sell according to the local or State laws.

I slipped into 
the carriage and no sooner had my footman 
ciosed the door and turned to mount the box 
‘when a hand was thrust through the window 
and my pearl necklace, valued at over $30,000, 
Was Seized and dragged from my throat. By

8T-LOUIS WILL HAVE JUSTICE DONE IN. 
THE HALLIDAY CASE. 


Legal Advice: Has Been Taken and a Lawyer 
Will Goto New York With the St. Louis 
President—Sullivan's Letter to the Bos- 
ton Herald—Muldoon Throws a Detroit 
Man in One.Minute—Sporting News and 
Notes—Turf Matters—Base Ball Chaff and 


ATRONS of the national 
game in this city have been 
deeply interested of late in 
the probable outcome of 
the fight which is to be 
made for young Halliday, 
the flelder, who was award- 
ed tothe Des Moines Club 
by the Arbitration Commit- 
tee some months ago. Hal- 
liday was a fielder on the 
Topeka team and efforts 
had been made by the St. Louls management 
to secure him. The negotiations had pro- 
ceeded so far that on the night of October 19, 
Halliday telegraphed St. Louis, asking if any 
money would be advanced him asa guarantee 
and stating that he was ready to sign. 
It was considered as settied that 
the brilliant young fielder would play with 
the St. Louis team in 1888. Des Moines, how- 
ever, opened negotiations with Halliday the 
day after he had sent the telegram in ques- 
tion, or October 20, and on the strength of 
this claimed a prior right to the flelder’s serv- 
ices. There the metter rested until President 
Von derAhe had departed for Europe, and 
while he was sailing onthe briny deep, Des 
Moines came to the front, made its argument 
to the Arbitration Committee and rested its 
case. The latter was handied in the 
most expert manner in the world by 
Mr. Rogers, whe is noted for 
his deep insight into legal matters, 


and Mr. Byrne of Brooklyn, who is noted for 
eneral adroitness. These two got the St. 
uis end of the deal between their crushers 
and cmshed it out of existence. Every fair- 
minded dase ball man who has looked into the 
matter has pronounced the action of these 
two gentlemen a plain case of robbery. It was 
the worst sampie of open and above-board 
discrimination on record, not even excepting 
the famous ‘‘squeeze’’ by which Mr. Lucas 
was edged out of the National League. 

But the case is not entirely settled yet. For 
the past few days Mr. Von der Ahe has had his 
lawyers at work on the matter and they as- 
sure him that he has a clear case and sure vic- 
tory ahead. A legal advisor will accompany 
him to New York to attend the meeting of 
the committee at the Fifth Avenue Hotel early 
in March and then the case will be fought on 
its merits, Statements from Halliday will be 
presented which will have conclusive bear- 
ings on the history of the deal, and, from the 
present outlook, there can be no doubt as to 
the result.

ROUTING THE ROBBERS.. 


A*MOVEMENT TO RID TEXAS OF SOME. DES 
PERATE CITIZENS. 


Two ot the Flatonla Robbers Jailed at San 
Antonic and the Leader of the Gang 
Killed by a Deputy Sheriff— How an Ar- 
rest of a Bad Man Is Made in Texas— 
Good Work Done by the Missouri Pacific 
Operatives—A Reform Movement, 


Mr. Thomas Furlong, Chief ot the Missouri 
Pacific Railway Company Secret Serviee, re- 
turned to-day from Texus, whither he went 
two weeks ago to direct the work of the rail- 
road service, which is co-operating with 
the local and Federal authorities in 
an extensive plan of purification un- 
dertaken in the Lone Star State. 
Last year the fair fame of Texas was blotted 
by the occurrence of five train robberies. At 
Bend Rock two trains were stopped bya gang 
and rified. At Gordon, just west of Fort 
Worth, onthe Texas & Pacilo Railway, an- 
other train was stopped and gone through. 
A Fort Worth & Denver City traln was rebbed. 
At Flatonia an unsuccessful attempt was 
made by a gang. Last June the 
Welle—Fargoe safe and pouches were 
robbed on board the train at Flatonia, when a 
lot of jewelry was captured by the robbers. 
About the same time a Pacific train was held 
up at MoNeil, eighteen miles from Austin, 
Tex. 

This last-named job caused considerable ex- 


well trained. On approaching the station 


they found the telegraph operator on duty and 
took him off without delay. He was bound 
and gagged and not trusting to these precau- 
tions the robbers tore the instruments from 
the tables and kicked the battery jars to 

ieces, When the train came along it was 
oarded, under the direction of one of the 
robbers who was addressed as Capt. Dick. 
After therobbers completed their work the 
telegraph operator, over whom one of the 
gang had been left to guard, was

of the train and sent north. This robbery 
created great excitement and areward was 
offered for the arrest of the gang. To get this 
reward ajob was put up on five men, who were 
arrested, but were subsequently released, 
Later the bank at Cisco, Tex., was robbed; 
$6,000—all the money in the bank—being taken. 
At the time it was learned that John bour 
and Will Whitley, who had participated in the 
train robberies, took a hand in the bank job, 

The robberies were becoming such ueat 
occurrences that the people of those portions 
of Texas selected by the robbers for operation 
started a reform movement in which herolo 
remedies were decided on. The Pinkertons 
went to work on the Gordon and Bend 
robberies and succeeded in getting three of 
the robbers into custody. The Furlong service, 
co-operating with Sheriff Olive of Williamson 
County and Sheriff Boyd of Johnson County, 
took up the trails in the McNeil and Flatonia 
obs and were rewarded, after a great deal of
